2. Caserne, a large one-story stone building containing the headquarters of 
the 3rd Border Guard Zastava, messhall, lecture room (keninskaya komnata), 
billets for, zastava troops, first sergeant's office, weapons, ammunition 
storage room, and storage room for individual weapons of troops. The CO 
arid hib family lived in section 2a on sketch. 

2fi# Zastava CO's residence, approximately 30 x 20 m. 

3. A large stable built of stone which housed eight horses. The building 
was approximately 40 x 15 ra. 

4. A food storage shed, a wooden building approximately 15 x 10 m. 

5. A radio station, a wooden building approximately 8 x 5 s> which was used 
only when telephone communications were out of order. 

6. A small wooden building, 8 x 5 b, which served as a washroom. 

7* A room, for drying clothes; this room was 8 x 5 m. 

■8. An iron watohtower, 16 m high, which was guarded in the daytime. 

9. Officers' billets, a one-story three-room, stone building located about 
50 m from the zastava compound. 

■0. -Bathhouse, a one- story stone building. 

1. Observation Points. Two small round stone huts eaoh of which contained 
two small rooms and three windows. An individual could not stand up in 
these rooms, but had to sit down. One of these huts was located on a hill 
on the left, or east, flank of the zastava about 4,7 kilometers from the 
zastava compound; the seoond was located on a hill on the right flank about 
3,3 km from the zastava compound . 

2. Kotchovka, a small village pf three houses, which was looated about 150 m 
from the zastava ooapound. 

3. A wooden kennel whioh housed five dogs. 

4. A plowed strip (KSF - Kontrolno-sledovaya polosa) of land about eight 
meters wide . 

5. A point where the KSP was also supplemented, over a dlstanoe of approximately 
70 m, with about 15 R-2 devices whioh were flares set off by a trip wire. 


6. A point where the KSP was interrupted by a path or trail. Local inhabitants 
could take their cattle to a watering plaoe on the Araks River through this 
path. Every evening, a border guard detail swept away the traoks left by 
the oattle. 

7. An observation post (?), a medium-sized one-story wooden building with ten 
VNOS (aircraft observation) EM. 

B. Site of a new railroad station which wap to be named "Bartaz" 'thb name of 
the largest village^ about eight kilometers away, in this area. 
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19. A dirt road which led to the nearby villages of Bartaz, Mendzhevan, and 
Korkuli . 


20. Korkuli^ a small village of three to four houses located about l£ km from 
the compound . 


21. Dollokli, a village one kilometer from the observation point and five kilo- 
meters from the compound. This village consisted of about 15 houses.
